NOT AS BANDITS. 


General C*mpo* Desires to Treat Cubans 


as SolJIem. 


New York. Nov, 7.—The Morning Joifr- 


nal says: An olllclal communication from 
Arsen'.o Martinez d" Cr.mpos, captain g«»- 
cral of troops In Cuba, was received at 
the Cuban headquarters In this city yes- 
terday. It was simply a copy of an otfl 
clal order sent out to aK generals of-dis- 
tricts and brigades. 


It was apparently sent as a guarantee 


of good faith on the part of the Spanish 
ctmmander and evidently ar a polite In- 
timation thai It would he posfflblv to open 
up relations on a regular war footing. 
This would mean that tho Cubans would 
not be treated as bandits but aw foemen 
of merit. 


The contents of the circular or official 


oM-T Indicate a desire on the part of Gen. 
Campos to fxht fair. Whether the order 
Is simply printed evidence of diplomacy 
and carries no real effect Is to be seen 
In the future, according to member* of 
tho Cuban Junta. 


In tho beginning of the order Gen. Cam- 


pos apologizes for tho necessity of send- 
ing It out. but declares that unfavorable 
comments have been made by the press 
of all nations In regard to tho obvious 
and apparent mlsstatements In the Span- 
ish official reports of engagements. He 
snyfl-the reports of number* cnnu*.™! »n<J 
the numbers of killed and wounde.l are 
entirely disproportionate and calculated 
to bring ridicule on the Spanish army.
